. Palace officials. feared that 
the Queen might be shot at from 
top floors of the “skyscrap- 
er” buildings which have been 
ilt near Buckingham Palace. 
they visited the 328-ft, high, 
thirty-storey Hilton Hotel, in 
Park Lane, which will be open- 
ed to the public in April. 

They entered a penthouse 
suite and peered through a win- 
dow with powerful binoculars. 

They were looking towards a 
window in the Palace — a win- 
dow of one of the Queen's pri- 
vate apartments, 

Through their binoculars they 

could just dimly see a human 
shape. A royal servant had been 
told to stand close to the win- 
dow. to see if her face could be 
recognized, It could not be. 
’ The officials were now sure 
that the Queen could not be 
spotted and recognized from this 
vantage point, 

They had previously feared 
that a crazy assassin might try 
to take a pot-shot at the Palace 


The other “skyscraper” which 
overshadows, the Palace is the 


twenty-eight-storey Portland Ce-— 


ment building. 

The men responsible for the 
Queen's safety must stay alert 
day and night, 

‘The sentries outside that tour- 
ists admire are really guards in 
name” only. The Queen’s real 
protectors are a team of hand- 
picked, plainclothed detectives 
and uniformed policemen. All 
are judo experts. 

The unifermed men. cover. all 
entrances and exits to the Pal- 
ace, They also patrol the sur- 
rounding grounds, often with 
dogs. : 

Nerve centre of Palace secur- 
ity is a large room on the 
ground floor of the Palace, fac- 
ing towards Buickingham Pal- 
ace Road. On one wall is a 
three - feet - wide, radar - like 
screen, It is divided into sec- 
tions. Each section covers at 
least fifty yards of the outer 
walls surrounding the Palace 


‘An intruder trying to climb 
over the Palace walls would 
touch a hidden wire. Then a 
warning light would flash on 
the “radar screen” in H.Q. 

The device is constantly test- 
ed. Record time for scaling the 
Palace wall is held by a police- 
man weighing 154 pounds who 
got over in seven seconds. He 
was immediately detected, 


Hidden pressure pads under 
carpets and behind pictures are 
switched on at night inside the 
Palace. No one could stay there 
for long without being detected. 

Above the bed of every mem- 
ber of the Royal Family is a 
secret button ready to be press- 
ed to give an alarm if neces- 
gary. 

All visitors to the Palace are 
closely watched, 

Inside her London home the 
Queen is probably 100 per cent 
safe, All packages addressed to 
her are carefully vetted before 
they leave the royal post office 
on the ground floor, usually by 
hand.

Those Were The Days 
Of Real Eating 


“You know,” I said, looking up 


from the vast bookkeeping con- : 


nected with my: many philan- 
thropies, “It's been a long time 
since we've had a mess of dried 
beef on potatoes.” Truth is, it has. 
Used to be almost a staple in the 
old days — made a good, hearty 
meal that everybody dove into, 
and all at once it came to me that 
it's been a long time. 

“Well,” she welled; “I was go- 
ing to give you a_ three-way 
choice for supper tonight — hum- 
mingbird tongues on Melba toast 
with Turkish Delight, ‘Mongolian 


pheasant under glass with kum-— 


quat soufflé, and dried beef on 
potatoes with hardtack.”’ 

“I would take the dried beef,” 
I said, and she said, “It’s the most 
expensive.” 

This turns out to be disturb- 
ingly so. What, from the mem- 
ories of youth, was always a 
great way to stretch short pennies 
into the greatest good for the 
greatest number has become an 


-epicure’s ne plus ultra of the age 


of enlightenment, and she has 
been hanging back on dred beef 
sos he might have more money to 
spend for food, 

When I hear somebody ask, 
“What is the world coming to?” 
I always make answer that I do 
not know. ‘ 

She observes, too, that when 
she does buy some dried beef 
these days it is not the same as it 
used to be. It used to come in 
fairly large slices, rolled together 
adroitly so it would fill the bot- 
tle or can. Now.it is otherwise; 
you get two-three sheets wrap- 
ped around a gorm of shreds and 
crumbs, and pride of workman- 
ship is gone. The bundle: doesn’t 
open out into the same product. 

It has variously been observed 
by astute observers that a great 
many of the good things to eat 
that adorned the simple life back 
on the farm were cheap. This fact 
was known to the custodian of 
the family exchequer, but was 
not suspected by the others. We 
thought we ate those things be- 
cause they were the best things 
in the world to eat.. Take baked 
beans, On a farm that regularly 
laid out 10 to 15 acres of baking 
beans there wasn’t anything any 
cheaper. But when adorned with 
honest pork, laced with dark 
molasses, and suitably infused 
with love and ginger, a pot of 
beans on the supper table was 
about as high off the hog as any- 
body wanted. We thought, that 
was pretty good. 

In the days when hands were 
busy all day at outdoor work 
and exercise was a process of life 
an appetite was .a presumption 
of ingestion. And if you figured 
it cost may.be “a quarter of a cent 
a portion to set baked beans be- 
fore a family, you figured it 
high because there were always 
some left over for breakfast, And 
you were serving something the 
Waldorf chefs couldn't match, 
and can’t. Put a pan of butter- 
milk biscuits. alongside, some 
crisp, juicy sour p&kles, and an 
apple pie, and if you listened you 
could hear mighty Zeus on high 
Olympus whimpering In envy as 
he toyed with his plain old nec- 


tar and ambrosia. This is true, 
because I was there. 
Dried beef didn’t cost much. 


It was supposed to be some kind 
of an orphan of the packing in- 
dustry, and although it had a 
Chicago by-line on it we under- 
stood it was really South Ameri- 
can meat and a by-product. For

a few cents Mother’ could get a 
big jar of the stuff, and with the 


‘magic of her kitchen wand could 


translate it magnificently. 


If she wanted to raise supper 
into the million-dollar category, 
she could bake the potatoes, but 
usually she just boiled them, Un- 
derstand that we had potatoes 
pushing up against the floor tim- 
bers down cellar and the cows 
and pigs helped us eat them, so 
10 or 15 bushels one way or the 
other worried nobody. So there 
was a big iron pot for boiling 
potatoes, and it never cooled off. 
People today don’t use potatoes 
the way we did. We put them in 
bread, and made soup of them— 
not the cold, clammy stuff with 
the fancy name, but real hot 
soup. We had fried ‘potatoes for 
breakfast, even, and with a ba- 
con fat flavor they're hard to 
beat. And for dried beef the 
boiled hot potato was just the 
checker,. 


It got smashed on the plate, 
with a gob of butter on top, and 
then we dipped into the bowl to 
cover ti with creamed dried beef. 
The top-notch kind would have 
a half-dozen hard-boiled eggs 
worked into the sauce, and the 
little chunks of yolk would look 
up and grin at you like a burst 
of sunshine. Everything was fine 
and dandy, The dried beef had 
a smoky, salty flavor that sug- 
gested the’ exotic; giving you a 


Westphalian ham or 
gasperaux effect. 

Everybody got up-full as ticks, 
replete and surfeited, convinced 
this was the best of all possible 
worlds and that fortune had fa- 
vored us with the greatest cook 
ever to grasp a spoon. 

Well, she argues that when she 
goes to the store to spend $25 
for a little bag of modern good- 
ies to stave off starvation, and

prudence suggests there are bet- 
ter ways to spend the last digits 
in the budget. As an occasional 
experience with the expensive, 
yes; but the one-time simplicity 
of dried beef and boiled potatoes 
has been priced out of sight in 
the great progress of logistics. 
“Tf we were millionaires,” she 
says, “We could have it every 
meal,” and I can’t think of a bet- 
ter reason to be a millionaire—

Rubles, “gems of the sun” as 
people in Far Eastern countries 
call them, are said to be lucky 
Some Orientals believe that a 
good spirit dwells within each 
one. 

Weight for weight, some of the 
gems found in the great ruby 
mines of Burma are more valu- 
able than diamonds. 

What was hailed as the largest 
ruby known, came from Tibet. 
It weighed 2,000 carats. The

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World's Longest Rural Mail Route 


For wiry Norman Arnott of 
Dawson Creek, B.C., one of three 
postmen on the world’s longest 
rural mail route, the Alaska 
Highway isn’t quite what it used 
to be. After a decade as a fixture 
in the northwest, Yukon Joe has 
disappeared into the bush, dogs 
and all. 


Arnott, wheeling his big diesel- 
powered van over the lonely 
918-mile stretch between Dawson 
Creek and Whitehorse, used to 
look forward to his unpredict- 
able meetings with Joe. The 
bearded figure in tattered buck- 
skin was apt to pop up any- 
where, shuffling along under 
convoy of a half-dozen Husky 
dogs. Most of his mail was ad- 
dressed simply: “Yukon Joe, 
Alaska Highway.” 

“In the summer the tourists 
were his trapline,” says Arnott. 
“Joe would pose for a picture 
with his dogs for a dollar, or sell 
moosehorns. on which he’d paint- 
ed northern scenes.” , 

Arnott hasn’t made a delivery 
to the highway’s mystery man 
for more than a year, But in his 
three seven-day trips each month 
along the famed wartime high- 
way, Arnott still logs more off- 
beat and sometimes dangerous 
encounters than most mailmen 
collect in a lifetime. 

It is not his trials as postman 
to the 5,000 happy people who 
live along the highway that give 
him his worst moments. In the 
last four years the mailman has 
whizzed through a Yukon forest 
fire, gingerly eased his tractor 
and 32-foot van over highway 
stretches awash with spring 

oods, and played a deadly game 

tick-tack-toe with ice on 
St boat Mountain. He has 
been ditched by motorists, push- 
ed over a 22-foot embankment 
by the straying “pup” of another 
trailer rig and rammed by a car 
on an icy mountain grade. 

“It’s all in the job,” he grins. 
“The mail must go through, you 
know.” 

Arnott, at 44, is known for 
more than his joyful “mail call” 
on the klaxon horn for nearly 40 
lonely settlements 
highway; for more, too, than be- 
ing a highly-skilled driver on 
one of the world’s toughest long- 
distance truck hauls. He is. the 
highway Good Samaritan who 
pulls motorists from snow banks, 
buys pills for an elderly woman 
with heart trouble and picks up 
a toy for a child overlooked by 
Santa. He is also a highway 
town-crier — a clearing house 
for news of the people and 
events that add a sparkle to life 
in the northwest. 

“The best people in the world 
live along the highway,” he says. 

The love affair between Norm 
Arnott and the residents of the 
Alaska Highway began in 1955. 
Northern Freightways Ltd. of 
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home on the outskirts of Taipei, Formosa.

Dawson Creek, which sprouted 
from a brace of dump trucks 
during highway construction 
days, won a post office contract 
for twice-weekly delivery to 
highway points. Arnott, a driver 
on regular freight hauls through 


_ the north, was one of those tab- 


bed for the assignment. Sworn 
in as a postal courier for Her 
Majesty after a thorough back- 
ground check, he was handed a 
schedule of stops that included 
wayside post boxes made from 
old oi] drums and apple boxes, 


Since then, he and fellow- 
couriers Lloyd “Sparky” McFaul 
and John Pryor have rolled up 
a million miles. Their schedule 
has scarcely faltered, even in the 
face of such assorted vicissi- 
tudes as the collapse of the 2,100- 
foot bridge over the Peace River, 
numbing 50 below zero cold and 
“the worst spate of spring wash- 
outs in highway history. 

Ernie Theed, Northern 
Freightways’ traffic manager, 
says proudly: “ I visited 95 per- 
cent of the mall stops last sum- 
mer. There wasn't a single com- 
plaint.” 

Three times a month, each of 
the driver-couriers couples to a 
diesel tractor a standard cov- 
ered-trailer unit, labeled, "Royal 
Mail.” at the truck terminal on 
Dawson Creek’s Alaska Avenue. 
At the city’s mid-town post 
office, the traveling postman 
takes aboard up to 600 bags of 
first and second-class mail. From 
that moment until he pulls into 
the Whitehorse post office three 
days later, he works for the post- 
office department. 

On the long run to, Whitehorse 
_-’ with overnight stops at Fort 
Nelson and Watson Lake — mail 
is dropped and collected at nine 
cesignated post office stops. But 
it ‘is at the 28 non-post office 
delivery points — Army main. 
tenance camps, tourist lodges, oil 
exploration and pipe line camps 
and roadside boxes for ‘trappers, 
prospectors and big game guides 
_. that the highway mailman 
blossoms as a full-fladged, if un- 
official, postmaster. He takes ap- 
plications for money orders, sells 
stamps and cancels postage on 
letters destined for points far- 
{her along the highway. 

It was 20 below one day last 
winter when Arnott pulled away 


from the Dawson Creek post 
office and lumbered past the 
Aalaska Highway “Mile Zero” 


post at the main intersection. 
Most of the city still slept as 
he headed fer Fort Nelson, 300 
miles away, and his first over- 
night stop. 

The mail van crunched smooth- 
ly over the snow-packed hard- 
top, slicing through a corner of 
the rich Peace River farming 
belt. It looped across the Peace 
River valley and yp to the Fort 
St. John plains where pumps

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push natural gas from one of 
the continent's greatest fields 
into a pipe line to Vancouver 
Milepost Fifty reared up from 
the snow beside the road and 
the hardtop changed to gravel. 
The driver eyed the occasional 
ice patch with an appraising eye. 

“IT won’t- be barefoot for long,” 
he said, “I’ll put on the steel 
(chains) at the first corner we 
start to float. Any driver who 
says he isn’t afraid of ice is ly- 
ing.” 

The highway slashed through 
tall ‘stands of spruce and pine 
flecked by the roadside pennants 
of oil compariy seismic crews 
and opening every few miles on 
bush trails carved out by the 
oilmen. As the miles rolled by, 
the mailman riffled through his 
memories. . 

“A month ago, this side of Fort 
Nelson, the pup trailer on a big 
rig smacked my cab and shoved 
me over a bank,” he recalled. 
“7 wasn’t hurt but my rig wasn’t 
going anywhere. We transferred 
the mail to the next truck along 
and I finished the run.” 

At Northern Freightways 
which has up to 20 trucks on 
freight hauls on the highway at 
any one time — the mail takes 
priority over all other loads. If 
the diesel unit hauling the mail 
van is put out of action, the 
driver of the first freight truck 
on the scene must surrender his 
tractor to the mailman. The mail 
goes through while the freight 
waits. 

So closely does the mail keep 
to schedule that there is rare- 
ly. a __ five-minute variation 
through the year in arrival time 
at.any stop along the long route

postman,” he said. “This would 
be the worst road in North Ame- 
rica for a robbery. The thief 
would never get away.” 

Only twice in the four-year 
history of the Alaska Highway 
postal run has the mail been a 


day or more late. Three years . 


ago, mountain streams went on 
a springtime spree, tearing 60- 
foot chunks out of the highway 
midway between Dawson Creek 
and Whitehorse. The mail vans 
were the first to cross the tem- 
porary bridges and detour grades 
thrown up by the Canadian 
Army and civilian maintenance 
crews. 


With the collapse of the grace- 
ful suspension bridge over the 
Peace River at the southern end 
of the highway in October 1957, 
the “posties” lost a day while 
traffic jams on both banks were 
sorted out. and re-routed over 
gumbo country trails to a ferry 
crossing. 

“You forget about the bad 
trips,” Arnott said. “You remem- 
ber the people. They make the 
job really worthwhile.” 


So popular is the mailman 
with the residents of the lonely 
communities that at times it 
gets a little embarrassing. “Tf 
there’s anything doing along the 
highway, we’re automatically in- 
vited,” he said. “We have to say 
‘no’? many times or we’d never 
get the mail through.” 


During his stops at Whitehorse 
and Watson Lake, Arnott lays 
aside his mail pouch and plays 
a few ends at the curling rinks. 
He is an honorary member of 
both clubs. 

Milepost 200 showed at the 
side of the road. The mail van 
labored up the steep slope of 
Trutch mountain to the tiny set- 
tlement at the summit. The blare 
of the horn roused the restaur- 
ant operated by big game guide 
Don Peck, lifted the heads of 
mechanics in the nearby Army 
maintenance camp and pulled 
open the doors of the cabins 
rimming the settlement. In a 
twinkling the mailman was the 
centre of a joshing, eager group. 
With one hopeful voice they 
cried, “Any mail?” It was the 
same electric air of hope and 
expectancy that flashed through 
wartime Army barracks when 
the mail corporal walked in. 

“IT should have the catalogues 
next week,” Arnott told an anx- 
ious inquirer. Twice a year, the 
mailman crams his van with 12 
tons of department store cata- 
logues, his heaviest loads of the 
year. On the highway, where 
almost all. purchases are made 
by mail, new catalogues are

then coasted down into the Pro- 
phet River Valley. An Indian 
reserve flanking the road re- 
minded Arnott of stories about 
the tourist explosion that Al- 
aska’s statehood has touched off 
along the highway. 

“Mind you, I haven't seen him 
myself,” he said, “but they tell 
me there’s an Indian along here 
who sticks a few feathers in his 
boy’s hair and sends him: out on 
the highway with a bow and 
arrow. The tourists think it’s 
wonderful, “and fue old man 
makes a good living out of the 
donations.” : 

Arnott slowed as an oncoming 
Northern Freightways’ truc k 
came into view, the winter sun 
glinting on the trailer’s silvery 
sides with their foot-high letters 
that spelled out, “Serving a Land 
of Opportunity.” The driver call- 
ed, “Two feet of snow on Steam- 
boat when I came through.” Ar- 
nott waved his thanks. 

“That Steamboat (a vest-pock- 
et mountain north of Fort Nel- . 
son with little resemblance to its 
name) can be a mean one,” said 
Arnott, “But it’s this hill driving 
that makes ‘the Alaska’ a real 
test for truck drivers. Especially 
during the winter when you can 
get 40 below in the Liard (val- 
ley) and a few miles farther on, 
a chinook at Muncho, Then you 
have ice.” 

The mail stops clicked by — 
Lum ’n Abner’s, a famous stop- 
ping-place for highway travelers 
at Mile 233; lodges like Pink 
Mountain, Mason Creek and “The 
Village”; and a handful of soli- 
tary mailboxes in roadside snow. 

Fort Nelson was muffled in 
winter’s early darkness when 
Arnott swung the van up to the 
post office steps. Fifteen minutes 
later, he was back ‘in the cab 
happily anticipating supper from 
“one of the best cooks on the 
Alaska Highway.” While Tom 
Parker refueled the diesel tanks, 
his wife, who presides over the 
restaurant at their Imperial Esso 
gtation, proved. the mailman 
right. 

The temperature had tumbled 
to 35 below when Arnott check- 
ed the locks on the mail van 
and headed for bed. Plumes of 
greyish smoke puffed into the 
frosty air from the diese] stack. 
The engine would run all night, 
ensuring a fast getaway in the 
morning. Ahead were 600 miles 
— and a new brew of surprises 
and zestful experiences for the 
highway’s favorite son. 

“The- only sure thing about 
tomorrow is that it won't be 
dull,” the mailman said, “It 
could even be the day Yukon Jve 
comes back.” — By Jim Bowes in 
Imperial Oil Review.

Britain's 450,000 farmers, small- 
holders and horticulturalists have 
a ready answer to Gen. Charles 


de Gaulle’s assertion that Britain: 


is “hardly an agricultural country 
at all.” 

The answer is that agriculture 
is one of Britain’s largest and 
most important industries; a 
national policy of upgrading ag- 
riculture has continued uncheck- 
ed since 1939; farm production 
has risen steadily, and) mechan- 
ization on British farms is about 
the highest in the world, with one 
tractor to every 36 acres of arable 
land. 

British farmers have for the 
most part been against Britain 
joining the Eufopean Economic 
Community because membership 
would require the dismantling of 
the existing British farm price- 
support system. 

A Christian Science Monitor 
reporter, who has had a long per- 
sonal connection with farming in 
that country, made a 2,000-mile 
tour of French farming country 
last September. This indicated 
that British farming is well ahead 

of much of the farming in central 
and southern France. 

It is, of course, just this prob- 
lem of helping the backward part 
of French farming which is one 
of the main concerns of President 
de Gaulle. By means of the Com- 
mon Market he hopes to reequip 
and revitalize the poorer French 
farming.

During debate on British mem- 
bership in the Common Market, 
many British farmers were irked 
by the idea that their interests 
would be sacrificed to help Presi- 
dent de Gaulle.solve his prob- 
lem of too much _ inefficient 
French peasant farming. 

The idea was that British farm

Pest contro] has been one of 
the major factors in the dramatic 
increase in agricultural produc- 
tion during the past half century, 
he points out, The many advances 
in agricultural science would be 
nullified if man allowed pests to 
consume his crops.

And even with the widespread 
use of the best contro] practices 


available today, it is estimated: 


that pests destroy about one- 
quarter of North America’s food 
supply. 

“It is impossible to estimate 
what would happen if the use of 
pesticides was abandoned,” Mr. 
Williams says, “There is no doubt, 
however, that fruits and veget- 
ables would be in such short sup- 
ply as to be beyond the reach of 
all but the wealthy.” 


Shortages’ would similarly af- 
fect prices of all other agricul- 
tural products, he adds. 

Although biological control is 
effective for only a few pests at 
the moment, research on this im- 
portant aspect is being pressed 
in many areas of the world,

Meantime, however, pesticides 
remain the chief weapons, 

While many pésticices are toxic 
to humans and animals they are 
not hazardous when used accord- 
ing to directions. It is the misuse 
of the chemicals that must be 
guarded. against. 


Noting the recent publicity 
given to pesticides, Mr, Williams 
says that it served a useful pur- 
pose in warning the public of the 
risks involved in indiscriminate 
use of toxic chemicals. But the 
publicity has not always stressed 


the benefits obtained from the 
pesticides. 
“With over one-half of the 


world’s population existing on a 
semi-starvation diet, we need the 
best weapons available.-to keep 


crop losses to a minimum,” he - 


concludes.

Watching Fish 


To Relieve Tension 
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As Izaak Walton was forever 
gaying, “God never did make a 
more calm, quiet, innocent rec- 
reation. than angling.” But Wal- 
ton, obsessed with fishihg, over- 
looked fish-watching. 


There is something about 
watching fish which’ rests the 
eyes, loosens tense neck muscles, 
and smooths away every-day 
worries, Doctors and dentists 


have long been aware that a tank 
of guppies beats old magazines 
for calming patients in the wait- 
ing room. Others, too, are learn- 
ing that tropical fish can be 
something more meaningful than 
just a messy hobby or an item 
of interior décor. 


At Machinery Builders, Inc, in 
the Bronx, machinist John Maggi 
has installed two tanks of 4as- 
sorted tropical species to serve 
as a kind of coffee break. Ma- 
chinists taking a breather walk 
into an anteroom off the produc- 
tion floor and watch the fish for 
a while “to break the monoto- 
ny,” says Maggi. In Chicago, the 
Jolly Service Laundromat has 
put in a tank to counteract the 
thump of the washers, and re- 
ports it seems to “hypnotize” 
waiting customers, Patrons at 
the Coast Inn in Laguna Beach, 
Calif., are soothed even as they: 
brood over drinks by the sight 
of 500 fish swimming under their 
glasses in aquariums built into 
the top of the bar, 


The uses of fish, like the fish 
themselves, seem to multiply 
endlessly. New. York child pho- 
tographer Josef Schneider uses 
his tank to quiet restless sub- 
jects. He finds that fish-watch- 
ing produces a reflective, slack- 
jawed expression which puts a 
child at his photogenic best, At 
the Creedmoor mental. hospital 
on Long Island, Dr, Harry La- 
Burt reports that fish “have an: 
actual tranquilizing effect’ on 
patients, “somewhat like soft 
music.” Office fish help ease 
business pressures; “you look at 
them,” says New York adman 
Herbert Haft, “and you wonder 
what the hell you're doing in 
this. business,” 


Many Chicagoans use fish in 
their bedrooms to induce sleep, 
says’ curator Louis Reimers of 
Chicago’s Shedd Aquarium, 
Tanks are also installed in many 
a scientific laboratory, according 
to New York Aquarium curator 
Christopher Coates. “They are 
good when you're looking. into 
space and trying to dream up an 
idea,” says Coates; who suspects 
a man would be more likely to 
make a research breakthrough 
looking at fish than he would 
staring at a blank laboratory 
wall. 

What fish to watch? Ichthyol- 
ogist Coates recommends a wide

(See 13:9, 13, 23, 33, 
35, 37). They must not fail Him 
even though false Christs appear. 
Some of these have appeared but 
have gone the way of all the 
earth in due time. 


Before our Lord returns the 
gospel must be published among 
all nations and the disciples will 
suffer great persecution. Weare 
making progress toward reaching 
all tribes vith the Gospel. Dis- 
ciples in’ communist countries 
know well the meaning of severe 
persecution. 


Jesus is very definite about 
His return. He shall come in the 
clouds with great power and 
glory. His chosen shall be gath- 
ered. No one know how soon He 
will return. As His servants, we 
must live in constant readiness.

“This is a talkin’ game,” he 
told a caller the other day. “There 
are plenty of pretty good fight- 
ers, but I'm the only man who 
can really draw the people.” 

Cassius pridefully points out 
that his fight with Archie Moore, 
another glib gentleman, drew a 
$182,599 gate, a record figure for 
the Los Angeles Sports Arena.

Flamboyant, wilful Cassius 
gives his trainer plenty of head- 
aches. Dundee says, “If we keep 
listening to him, we'll believe he 
can lick Sonny Liston and Flovd 
Patterson right now. He believes 
it... and sometimes I believe it 
too.” 

Understand, Dundee has great 
faith in young Cassius’ potential. 
But he’s aware that at 21, with 
just a handful of pro fights under 
his belt, Clay is not ready for

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Old King Cod which accord- 
ing to history attracted the earl- 
iest settlers from the Old World 
to the new, is still one of our 
most important food fish. Wher- 
ever fish are sold you are almost 
sure to find cod — low in price, 
but high in good flavour and 
food value. 


Cod is caught in both the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans. Our 
annual catch of this fish is be- 
tween 600 and 700 million 
pounds, with the bulk of the 
catch coming from the Atlantic 
fishing grounds. 


At one time the greater part 
of the catch was split, salted and 
dried. However, with the growth 
of the frozen food industry, much 
cod is now marketed as fresh and 
quick-frozen fillets. Cod is a fa- 
vourite entrée in many Maritime 
homes. And one of the finest 
recipes developed in the Mari- 
times is for Codfish Chowder. 

CODFISH CHOWDER 
2 pounds cod fillets 
% pound fat salt pork 
1 medium onion, chopped 
3 cups sliced potatoes 
2% cups water 
1 quart fresh milk 
% cup (1 small can) evaporated 
milk 
8 soda crackers, crushed 
3 tablespsoons butter 
2 tablespoons chopped parsley 
2 teaspoons salt 
Dash pepper 

Cut fillets into one-inch cubes. 
Dice fat salt pork finely and fry 
until crisp and brown. Remove 
pork scraps from pan, drain, and 
reserve for a garnish. Fry onion 
in hot fat until tender but not 
brown. Combine onion, potatoes 
and water. Cook until potatoes 
are tender. Add fish. Simmer 
gently for 5 to 10 minutees, or 
until fish can be flaked easily 
when tested with a fork. In an- 
other saucepan combine milk, 
evaporated milk, crackers, but- 
ter, parsley, and seasonings. Heat 
but do not allow to boil. Com- 
bine with -cooked fish and vege- 
tables. Heat gently for a few 
minutes longer to blend flavours. 
Serve garnished with a sprink- 
ing of crisp pork scraps. Makes

Not so many years ago the 
‘haddock was regarded as of little 
value by both Canadian and 
American fishermen who were 
primarily interested in catching 
cod and halibut. In the course 
of time, however, the tastiness of 
this fish inspired a brisk con- 
sumer demand for it. 


Haddock is marketed principal- 
ly as fresh and frozen fillets. In 
addition, a quantity of it is sold 
.as fresh whole fish and as split, 
smoked fish (finnan haddie).” A 
high protein, low calorie food, 
haddock can be cooked in many 
different ways. It is delicious 
when poached in the following 
manner, 

CHEF’S POACHED HADDOCK 


1 pound haddock fillets 
14 teaspoon salt 
\% teaspoon pepper 

2 tablespoons butter or other fat 
2 tablespoons finely chopped 

onion 

1 can (26 ounces) tomatoes 
14 cup table cream 

1 tablespoon flour 

Thaw fillets if frozen, separate, 
and cut into serving-size por- 
tions, Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper.: Melt butter in a large 
skillet. Add onion and ‘then fish. 
Drain tomatoes and measure % 
cup of juice. Spread drained to- 
matoes over fish and pour % cup 
of the juice over medium~heat 
for 5 to 10 minutes or until easily 
flaked with a fork. 


Remove fish with tomatoes to 
a heated platter. Blend cream 
and flour to make a smooth 
paste. Add to liquid in skillet. 
Cook, stirring constantly until 
thickened. Pour over fish. Makes 
3 to 4 servings.

The halibut is a homely fish, 
but what it lacks in beauty it 
makes up for in the quality of 
its flesh which is firm, white and 
flavourful. It is one of the most 
highly prized of the white-flesh- 
ed fish. 

Fishermen catch the halibut in 
the cold waters of the North 
Pacific, the Arctic, and the 
North Atlantic oceans. The larg- 
est proportion of the catch comes 
from the Pacific area. In size this 
fish ranges from 5 to well over 
100 pounds. It is the largest of 
the flatfishes. 

Helibut is available all year 
around, mainly as frozen steaks. 
Chunks and fillets are other 
forms in which it may be pur- 
chased. It is delicious prepared 
by any of the basic cooking 
methods. As a different way of 
serving it, this Baked Halibut 
Loaf is recommended by the 
Consumer Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Fisheries of Canada. 
BAKED HALIBUT LOAF 


1 pound halibut steaks or 

fillets 
4 cups boiling water 
1 tablespoon salt 
1 chicken bouillon cube

The lordly salmon is the pride 
of the Pacific northwest. Five 
species of Pacific salmon make 
up the catch. In addition, a close 
relative is taken on Atlantic 
fishing grounds. All are magni- 
ficent fish. The salmon fishery 
of British Columbia holds the 
distinction of being our most 
valuable fishery. 

Most salmon are caught during 
the surmmer and fall. They are 
made available to consumers 
throughout the year by various 
methods of preservation such as 
freezing, canning, salting and 
smoking. About three-quarters of 
the large Pacific catch finds its 
way to the canneries. 

In this country four species of 
Pacific salmon are canned in 
quantity. Although the four vary 
little in food value, they do vary 
in color and are prized to a large 
extent on the depth of color of 
the meat. The deep colored 
Sockeye and Coho command a 
higher price than the paler Chum 
and Pink. Any one of the four 
is a treat served in a toasted al- 
mond sauce over parsleyed rice 

SALMON IN TOASTED

1 can (15% ounces) salmon

was born in India, lives in Eng- 
land, and wil sing just about 
anywhere — with an American 
accent. His discreetly pulsating 


records were among the ten best 


sellers last week in Holland, Hong 
Kong, Israel, New Zealand, Nor- 
way, and South Africa. 

Last month, 22-year-old Cliff 
was singing in Kenya, ending an 
African tour. Flicking a micro- 
phone cord across the open-air 
stage of Nairobi’s Mitchel Park 
Stadium, he reduced a young 
audience of 10,000-teen-age Afri- 
cans in patched pants, Asians in 
saris, European boys in school 
blazers to a shouting, squealing 
pandemonium. After 53 minutes 
of such Richard specialties as 
“The Next Time” and “Dance 
On,” he galloped past a police 
cordon, jumped into a waiting 
car, and headed for a hot bath in 
his cottage at the Norfolk Hotel. 

Five years ago, this poised pro- 
fessional (his only sign of ner- 
vousness is a slight cough before 
going on) was an ersatz Elvis 
record 
(“Move It”) and an uncertain fu- 
ture. A television producer nam- 
ed Jack Good took him in hand. 
“Shave your sideburns,” Good 
ordered, “and throw away your 
guitar.” Richard gave up his pel- 


_ wie twitch and his liking for white 


sharkskin suits. Last year he. was 
judged one of the ten best-dress- 


ed men in England, though his 


tight jackets, slim trousers, and 
pointed winkle-picker shoes still 
raise eyebrows in Savile Row. 

Understandably, Richard is 
@ager to differentiate himself 
from Presley. “My singing,” he 
explains patiently, “is not basic- 
ally bluesy. I'm more happy than 
Elvis. I sing. ballads the way Pat 
Boone may sing them. It’s a cross 
between Ricky Nelson and — oh, 
I don’t know.” : 

Whatever components go into 
his smooth, essentially bland 
vocal style, Richard has few il- 
lusions about the durability of 
his success. “I got my chance,” 
he says, “because teen-agers have 
an idol, the new teen-agers com- 
ing up don't like to take what's 
left over. But I hope to grow up 
with my audience.” And what are 
Cliff Richard's plans for growing 
up when the time comes? “I 
have an acting ambition,” he ad- 
mits modestly.

Vast Empty World 
Above The Snowline 


Wherever they may be—in the 
mountains or on the plains—the 
lands which lie above the snow- 
line are the only uninhabited

This Is a Real Floating Palace 


Their Majesties Go To Sea In Style 


The royal yacht Britannia was 
on her way to Sweden with the 
Queen and Prince Philip aboard. 
Crossing the North Sea, she ran 
into some of the roughest weather 
the crew had ever encountered. 

But the yacht ploughed on val- 
jantly through the rough seas, 
rolling and pitching heavily as 
she was buffeted by wind and 
waves. _ 

A succession of: giant waves 
smashed into her and the yacht 
gave a particular violent lurch. 
There was the sound of a loud 
crash from the Queen's cabin 
on the topmost sun-deck. The 
Queen woke with a start and 
switched on her cabin light. 

What a sight met her eyes! Her 
dressing-table had been wrench- 
ed free of its bulkhead hooks 
and had shot across the cabin ot 
crash into the opposite wall. 

Her hair brushes, hand mir- 
rors, powder bowls and _ scent 
bottles were scattered all over 
the place. 

Elsewhere’ on the yacht, cups, 
plates and glasses had been 
smashed by the dozen. Several of 
Prince Philip's favourite long- 
playing records were damaged, 
too. 

But, despite all this, the, yacht 
is one of the safest vessels afloat, 
and the Royal Family have lit- 
tle to fear from the “cruel sea.” 

Britannia is fitted with every 
conceivable aid to navigation — 
asdic, radar, four radio outfits, a 
ship-to-shore telephone link. for 
use in harbour, as well as spot- 
ights and a device for protection 
against mines. 

She is the biggest and must 
luxurious private yacht in the 
world. She is also, almost cer- 
tainly, the most controversial 
royal. possession since King 
Charles flaunted Nell Gwynne 
around town! 

Every few months someone i 
sureto enliven proceedings in 
Parliament by bringing.up ques- 
tions as to the yacht’s cost and 


 geaworthiness. 


How much did she cost? The 
original estimate was £ 1,750,000 
By the time the vessel was ready 
for sea this had gone up to £2,- 
139,000. 

A further £200,000 was paid in 
overtime in the rush to have her 
ready to pick up the Queen and 
Prince Philip at Tobruk at the 
end of their Commonwealth tour 
in 1954. 

The first year's maintenance 
costs were around £83,000. A 
routine refit costs something like 
£50,000. 

She has been sniped et as “a 
costly toy” and sneered at as 
“Philip's Folly” — which is a 
trifle unfair on the Prince. 

While it cannot be denied that 
he suggested several expensive 
alterations, adding pounds to the 
bill, the idea of a new royal 
yacht to replace the old Victoria 
and Albert had reached the blue- 
print stage even before the Queen 
came to the throne. 

Britannia is used only by the 
Queen, Prince Philip and others 
of the royal family. 

And the truth is, of course, 
that she is no more & yacht than 
Buckingham Palace is & house. 
She is a miniature liner .& 
floating palace with « range of 
2.400 miles and a speed of 22.75 
knots 

The vessel is 80 easy to man- 
oeuvre that on a previous trip 
to Australia. she was once berth- 
ed in four minutes flat from ap- 
proach to tie-up — & record. for 
Sydney harbour, Guests attend- 
ing dinner and cocktall parties

And when the mahogany doors 
between ante-room and drawing- 
room are folded back they form 
one vast, waterborne reception 
hall stretching the entire length 
of the superstructure in which as 
many as 200 guests have been en- 
tertained in comfort. 

The ebony-edged, horseshoe- 
shaped table in the dining-room 
of the yacht can seat up to sixty 
guests at one time. 

It was originally designed to 
seat only thirty-two people, but 
Prince Philip thought this in- 
sufficient: So he had removable

yacht's furnishings are a curious 
hotch-potch of the old and the 


‘new. The dining-table was spe- 


cially made, but the Hepple- 
white chairs around it and the 
four mahogany sideboards in the 
dining-room all came from the 
old royal yacht, Victoria and 
Albert. 

Prince Philip was determined 
that everything should go off 
without a hitch the first time a 
state banquet was planned aboard 
the royal yacht. 

He is never a man to take 
chances, and so insisted on a full- 
dress rehearsal beforehand. 

Staff of Buckingham Palace 
were transported to Portsmouth 
for this “dry run.”. There were 
chefs to prepare the banquet, 
footmen to serve it — dnd even 
make-believe guests to eat it! 

The royal bedrooms — they 
are far too luxurious to be classed 
as mere cabins — are on the top- 
most deck of the royal yacht. 

Queen Elizabeth and Prince 
Philip occupy adjoining rooms 
on the starboard side. To port are 
two more rooms in which Prince 
Charles and Princess Anne sleep. 


For'ard of the royal bedrooms — 


are the wardrobe rooms, cabins 
for the Queen’s personal maids 
and another for Prince Philip’s 
valet. No one else sleeps on the 
sun deck. 

A glass-enclosed sun lounge is 
to the rear of the royal bedrooms, 
looking out over the stern of the 
vessel. Here, the Queen and her 
husband breakfast each morning 
by a large map on which the 
yacht’s daily progress is record- 
ed, writes Graham Fisher in “Tit- 
Bits”. 

_A lift connects this private suite 
with the decks. below. On a lower 
deck are the royal sitting-rooms, 

‘which also double as studies — 
each with its own desk, tele- 
phones and Dictographs enabling 
the Queen or Prince Philip to 
summon anyone from any part 
of the ship. 

There is a striking contrast be- 
tween the two rooms. The Queen’s 
room is softly feminine, a rest- 
ful place of white panelling, 
moss-green carpet, 


silk-shaded 


bud .chintz. 

Philip’s room is, less fussy, 
more aggressively masculine. The 
walls are teak panelled, the floor 
carpet grey. 

A model of the frigate Magpie, 
which he commanded during his 
days in the Royal Navy stands in 
an illuminated case above the 
electric fire at one end of the 
room. 


The royal yacht measures 412 
ft. from stem to stern — nearly 
half the length of the liner 
Queen Elizabeth. 


And the height of her main- 
mast caused quite a problem 
when the Queen was to open the 
St. Lawrence Seaway. The mast 
was so tall — 123 ft. — that it 
wouldn't pass under the bridges 
of the seaway. The problem was 
finally solved by inserting a hinge 
17 ft. from the top of the mast. 

Britannia is a yacht which has 
everything. There is a specially 
strengthened stretch of deck on 
which a helicopter can land and 
take off. There is a _ portable 
swimming pool. The panelling in 
the dining room conceals a cine- 
ma screen and there are twin 
projectors on which both ordin- 
ary films and 3D movies can be 
shown. 


Forty-one more cabins on the 
main and lower decks provide 
ample accommodation for royal 
servants, secretaries, officials and 
guests. cee 

There is a garage amidships to 
house the royal Rolls-Royce, 
when the Queen takes it abroad 
with her. 

A whole fleet of small craft is 
stored elsewhere — the ornate 
royal barge, 40 ft. long, a 32 ft. 
cutter, two motor boats, two mo- 
tor dinghies, two sea-boats, two 
sailing dinghies and a mammoth 
inflatable raft. 

Prince Philip has never lost his 
love of the sea and always enjoys 
a spell of open-air life aboard 
Britannia. 

Frequently, while the yacht is 
at sea, he will make his way 
along to the wheelhouse to take 
personal charge. 

On one occasion in the Antarc- 
tic, when Prince

Soft- 
soled pumps are worn instead.

Mass communication media are 
playing an important role “down 
on the farm.” 

The wide-spread use of various 
media by farm families was re- 
vealed during a special study of 
Ontario farm homes and home- 
makers carried out jointly by the 
federal and provincial govern- 
ments. 


--"Tncluded in the project was @ 


study of the use made of major 
communication media by farm 
operators and homemakers as 
sources of information, says Mrs. 
Diana Ferris, of the rural sociol- 
ogy unit. Canada Department of 
Agriculture, who was largely re- 
sponsible for eompiling the. re- 
port. 

Of the 352 rural households 
surveyed. 350—or 99 per cent— 
subscribed to the farm press; 98 
per cent owned radios; 90 per 
eent bought non-farm ‘newspa- 
pers; 83 per cent bought non- 
farm magazines and 78 per cent 
had television sets. 

e s ° 

The homes surveyed were 
served by” no less than two 
media. Six in 10 homes had all 
fives, Mrs. Ferris points out. 
A greater concentration of 
“ftive-emedia” farms was found in 
southern Ontario. Characteris- 
tics of these farms included a 
higher standard of living. 

Both homemakers and opera- 
tors looked most often to the 
farm press as a source of helpful 
information. 

Then, for the women, came 
radio, television, non-farm maga~- 
zine and non-farm newspapers in 
that order. 

After the farm press, operators 
listed radio and television. 

In addition, some 70 per cent 
of the operators also obtained 
information from other sources, 
including provincial and federal 
governments, farm shows, farm 
organizations and commercial 
eompanies. 

Orchardists who spend more 
than 15 minutes or so pruning 
an apple tree are probably wast- 
ing time. 

According to Dr. A. D. Crowe 
of the CDA’s research station at 
Kentville, N.S., spending less 
than 15 minutes or up to 90 min- 
utes pruning each tree in an or- 
chard makes little difference in 
the quality of the fruit. 

In fact, after studying three 
methods, Dr. Crowe concludes 
that pruning should be restricted 
to maintaining a strong frame 
and the desired size or shape

Spur pruning is more detailed. 
Initially scaffold limbs are select- 
ed, then all laterals on these 
limbs are shortened so that fruit 
buds are no more than six to 
eight inches from the scaffold 
limb. Each year the new growth 
on the test trees is clipped until 
they have structurally strong and 
productive limb-units with space 
for light and spray penetration 
between them. 


Work on the spur-pruned trees 
takes twice as long as the stand- 
ard method. 

Quality of fruit, however, has 

not been improved. 
_ In fact, there have been about 
25 per cent more insect injuries 
on the apples from spur-pruned 
trees. Scab has also been heavi- 
est in these trees, although well 
controlled in wedge and standard 
pruned trees. 

These results show that what 
appears to be best for the trees 
may not be the most economic 
treatment, concludes Dr, Crowe.

Will Next Winter 
Be Even Worse? 


Climatologists in Britain, hav- 
ing come to the conclusion that 
this has been an exceptionally 
hard winter, now warn us that ft 
may not be exceptionally—not in 
the future. 


The records suggest that these 
British islands go through warm 
cycles and cold cycles of roughly 
50 years’ duration each. The 
temperatures vary widely, of 
course, within these cycles, some 
individual years being warm and 
sunny while others are cool and 
wet. 


-But during these cycles the 
average temperatures are up or 
down by 2° or 3° all year and 
the extremes of weather are 
more extreme at one end of the 
scale or the other. 


Thus during “cold cycles” the 
long, hard frost may not come 
every year yet becomes the rule 
rather than the exception. 


Now it happens that most of 
England's present houses were 
built in the warm cycle. And it 
was then that the basic assump- 
tions of its power and transport 
companies and public authorities 
were established, writes John Al- 
lan May in the Christian Science 
Monitor. 


Pipes in the open, inadequate 
‘fires, lofty rooms, no insulation, 
no central heating, no double 
windows, no snow shovels, no 
skates, and electric railway lines 
along the ground instead of over- 
head—all this made once a kind 
of reasonable sense. 

And so today when it is cold 
the railway lines freeze and 
power is short and the heat is 
switched off instead of up. in the 
stationary trains; there is not 
enough gas for the new central- 
heating systems that have be- 
come popular; there are not 
enough snowplows for the 
streets; there are not enough 


plumbers for the bursting pipes. 


The plumbers these days are 
all fitting gas and oil pipes for 
central heating rather than at- 
tending to burst pipes for a few 
shillings. British houses are be- 
coming slowly habitable. Wind- 
owmakers are making storm win- 
dows. New houses have the pipes 
inside. 


At the same time county and 
borough councils, becoming rich- 
er, begin to have the makings of 
an adequate snow service as they 
stock up with plows, shovels, 
a grit, and get mart J trucks.

It can “cope.” The workers get 
through to their jobs in the city, 
chilled, late, and exasperated in 
a philosophic way. But they get 
through. 


But there is not anywhere near 
enough electric power available 
yet, nothing like enough gas, 
and probably there will be a 
shortage of coal and a deficiency 
of oil as well if long hard win- 
ters become the rule rather than 
the exception.

Freedom Under Christ’s 
Authority 
Mark 10:46-11:33 


Memory Scripture: And why call 
ye me, Lord, Lord, and do not 
the things which I say? Luke 
6:46, 


Someone said, “Unless we let 
Jesus be Lord of all. He is not 
Lord at all.” Paul wrote, “No 
man can say that Jesus is the 
Lord, but by the Holy Ghost.” 
(1 Cor. 12:3). Unless we can 
truthfully say, “Lord of my life, 
I own thee now,” we have never 
really surrendered to Jesus 
Christ. 


In these lessons we witness sev- 
eral: instances where the Lord- 


ship of Jesus Christ is expressed. - 


The noise of human need clam- 
ours for attention. But as today, 
so then; many bade Bartimaeus 
to be quiet. To champion his 
cause would be to disrupt the 
journey. Smoothly running insti- 
tutions are retarded by crusaders. 
Like the crowds in Jericho, s0 
many reason today. But human 
need cries out the more. Jesus 
heard the cry of Bartimaeus. 
Though enroute to Jerusalem 
with determined step (cf 10:32) 
on His way to die for many, He 
took time out to live for one.

GUEST SPEAKER AT 
HUNTERS AND ANGLERS 


Mr. Russ Whitfield, of the Fish and 
Wildlife Branch of the Tweed Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests was the 
guest speaker at the April meeting of 
the Madoc District Hunters’ and 
Anglers’ held, in the town hall last 
night. Thirty members were in at- 
tendance and heard a very interesting 
and informative address by Mr. Whit- 
field, who spoke on the March Ist 
opening trout season, pickerel runs 
and plantings, debris due to winter 
fishing and proposed bass and pickerel 
size limits, Surveys made by the De- 
partment showed 1,900 fishermen 
were out for the opening day and 
reclaimed lakes produced the best 
fishing. In one of these lakes 82 
anglers took 580 trout. Some re- 
stocked lakes failed to produce a fish 
and tests showed that there was no 
oxygen in the water and in the future 
the Department will cut off these 
non-producing waters. The Depart- 
ment, Mr. Whitfield said, is opposed 
to size limits in pickerel and bass as 
smaller fish are more numerous and 
help to make up bag limits. In some 
waters they remain quite small and 
if a size limit were in effect it would 
be illegal to take them at all. 


Mr. Whitfield was introduced by 
Newt Kincaid and thanked on behalf 
of the club by Bill Armstrong.

GREATEST POPULATED AREA 


The Great Lakes-St. Law- 
rence lowlands is the country’s 
smallest: but most productive 
and densely populated physio- 
graphic region, housing 60 per- 
cent of the population. Lying 
south of the Shield, it stretches 
600 miles west from Quebec 
City to Lake Huron; it begins 
as a narrow strip on each side 
of hte St. Lawrence, has a 
width of 120 miles at Montreal, 
and occupies a small triangle in 
Ontario bordered by the lakes 
and a line drawn from Kingston 
to the south end of Georgian 
Bay, Its concentration of popu- 
lation, favorable climate and 
soll, and rail-water-road trans- 
portation links to the Interior 
and the sea contribute to its 
leadership in agricultural and 
industrial output, 


PLAINS REGION 


About 17 percent ‘of Canadi- 
ans live on the interior plains, 
wihch rise 8,000 feet in three 
steps from Manitoba west to 
Alberta, Rivera and -soil belts 
run more or less east-west, and 
the soil’s variety and great fer- 
tility supports agriculture rang- 
ing from dairy and general 
farming to wheat farming and 
ranching. 


EASTERN REGION 


The Appalachian region, the 
Atlantic provinces and Quebec's 
i ijn eed “CASpe 
peninsula, contains 14 percent 
of the pbdpulation, A succession 
of highlands and lowlands, the 
area has a wealth of fuels and 
metals, heavily forested uplands 
and highly prodactive farms in 
the valleys. The Western Cordil- 
leras, a mineral-rich, mountain- 
ous region 500 miles wide and 
1,400 miles long, takes up the 
western quarter of the county, 
houses nine percent of Cana- 
dians, In its interior basins and 
plateaus there is, limited. though 
varied agriculture, and Canada’s

tion should be given to improving 
its flavour, Dr. J. M. Nesbitt, head 
of the University of aMnitoba 
dairy science department, told the 
Manitoba Dairy Association an- 
hual meeting in Winnipeg. 
“We've been selling milk as a 
health food—not as a drink,” he 
said. “I think it’s about time we 
did some serious thinking in con- 
nection with the way we're serv- 
ing milk to the\ public. 

He said the milk in its pure form 
is meant for calves, not humans. 
He could see no reason why 
flavour shouldn't be added to niilk 
to make it more palatable to the 
human taste, 

“Right now it is against the 
law to alter the taste of pure 
milk. But this is only because we 
| are bound by age-old tradition and 
habit. I don’t think there should 
be any objection to ‘flavoring 
milk, if it is going to help in- 
crease consumption by leaps and

NEW CO-OP HAS 
GOOD PROSPECTS 

The Hastings and. Prince Edward 
Counties Corn Growers’ Co-op has 
now become a reality and those 
actively participating in the new 
scheme are most. optimistic of its 
success, as ‘the ‘mafketing prospects 
appear to be unlimited. 

President of the new organization 
is Roy Sills of Halloway; Vice-Pres., 
Tom S. Keilty, Tweed; Secty.-Treas., 
Lioyd Sheppard, Foxboro. 

It will be operated on share basis, 
with each share-holder entitled to one 


purchases, thus avoiding any en bloc 
control. An amount up to $100,000 
will be required in order to purchase 
a site for storage and for operating 
expenses. It is hoped at least 5,000 
acres of corn wilt be planted by 
participants in the plan, in Hastings 
and Prince Edward Counties. Each 
$20 share entitles the holder to plant 
one acre of corn

HE provincial authorities, notably 
the Department of Justice, who 
had trod most warily all through 
the dynamite-charged course of 
Jobin Ladouceur’s arrest, his trial 
and condemnation, still acted 
shrewdly in not announcing the 
day ot his release from the gloomy prison of 
St. Michel Archange. 

They did not turn him loose as they would 
have an ordinary criminal. Far from it. They 
gave him a royal send-off and it was stated in 
certain quarters that some of the staff and the 
convicts wept at the prospect of being deprived 
of one who had endeared himself utterly to all 
with whom he came in contact. In fact, the 
prison was as unwilling to losé Jobin Ladouceutr 
as had been his own people in the little town of 
St. Berthold de Carrington when the Law had 
adjudged him guilty of the crime of theft and 
embezzlement and given him five years—short- 
ened to three—to expiate the sin of which he 
declared and reiterated his complete innocence. 

[It was easily one of the most Intriguing 
and certainly one of the most sensational trials 
in the history of the province. The press seized 
on it with screams of ecstasy. He was another 
Alfred Dreyfus; he was Monte Cristo, the Pri- 
soner of Zenda-—hé was each and every man who 
had ever languished in prison to explate a crime 
he did not commit. Even when the Law, deaf 
to all the howls of protest, had locked the door 
safely on poor little Jobin, the clamor, though 
diminishing over the years, kept up. “Why is 
this innocent man left to eat out his heart in 
durance vile for a crime he never commitied?” 
“Does Justice sleep forever in the case of Jobin 
Ladoguceur?” 

The press had wind of his release bul no one 
knew the exact date. The prison authorities 
were mum and when the day did come and 
a sad farewell was said to Jobin, they drove him,

in the warden’s private car-—a big Cadillac.—to 
a station ten miles away and let him off a few 
blocks from the depot. : 

A few minutes later, Jobin Ladouceur.—a free 
man at last~boarded the train, headed straight 
and true as a homing-pigeon for the town that 
had furnished his Calvary. That was like Jobin; 
he was not one to hide himself, to go skulking 
off to some lost eorner of the world to begin 
anew. Not he! Like the honest and innocent 
man he was, he went right back to the scene of 
his downfall, head up, dark eyes proud and 
fearless. 

On the train some few recognized him from 
his pictures that had been so often displayed 
in the press, and rushed up to shake his hand, 
to gaze on him admiringly, to tell ‘him that they 
had never for a moment doubted his innocence 


‘and that they wished him all happiness and 


prosperity. 

‘To this, Jobin gently bowed his silver-white 
head and gave back his most gentle smile. The 
years in prison had destroyed none of the 
gentleness of his face. The features were those 
of a saint, an anchorite-—not those of a man who 
had stolen a fortune, who, as a trusted employe 
of La’ Banque Imperiale, had violated his firm's 
confidence and used his high position to steal 
a sum thal was estimated at over $100,000, 

The facts of the case that had caused such 
a furore were really of the. simplest. Jobin 
Ladouceur was manager of the St. Berthold de 
Carrington branch of La Banque Imperiale 
where, as a boy, he had started in sweeping the 
floors and ‘running errands, For over twenty 
years he had held the honored position and built 
for himeelf, in the bank and in the township, 
such a reputation for honesty, decency, charity 
and all-around goodness, as few men anywhere 
had ever before achieved 

Was this. then, the kind of man who would 
rifle vault and safle-depostl boxes of a. fortune, 


him guilty. 

What an outcry! In the bargain, there was 
no sign of the money-—not a dollar, not a 
nickel of it, could be found. How did these smart 
police explain that then? Poor Jobin still stuck 
to his story of the robbers and the pistol and 
he took his sentence like a man and a martyr. 
No end of petitions were got up for Jobin, and 
finally the Department of Justice not only agreed 
to his release but all but promised to pardon him. 


So here, at last, was Jobin Ladouceur, sitting . 


quietly in a day coach bound for home and 
the welcome of those who had never for am 
instant ceased to believe in his innocence. 

Word of his coming got ahead. The plaza 
in front of the railway station was jammed 
by the thousands who had turned out to wel- 
come him. A great banner was strung across 
the street 

'OBIENVENU L’INNOCENT?’’ 
it read—-""Welcome to the innocent.” There waa 
a band: the mayor was there, the cure, the 
members of Parliament. There were speeches 
and a banquet and in the guiet golden light of 
early evening Jobin Ladouceur was driven te 
the hilltop. to his favourite haunt, where se 
often he used to sit with his book and his pipa, 
and shown the eternal testimony of his towns 
men’s faith in him. 

There it stood, a cairn of granite, beautifully 
eut and shaped by the stone masons from the big 
quarry of St. Berthold; on it the inscriptiont 

One of the few monuments, 

Ever erected to the living, 

This cairn stands forever 

To do honor to an honest man— 
‘ Jobin Ladouceur. 

All through the rearing welcome, little Jobim 
had borne up well and the gentle amile had never 
left his lips. Now, however—now at the sight 
of this massive thing of granite he: broke dowm 
and cried unashamedly and hundreds wept with 
him, not knowing that Jobin wept because, by 
fate'’s cruellest quirk, his dear friends had set 
twenty tons of granite, plump, fair and square 
on the spot where he'd buried the money.

Whatever the cost, authorities | 

across Canada are showing signs | 
of shrugging off the inertia that | 
has held back action, 
* ‘The Prime Minister declared in 
November 1960 that pollution of 
Canada's rivers and streams is 
“one of the most*potentially dan- 
gerous threats to our whole 
economy.” In March it was an- 
nounced that the federal govern- 
ment has voted $100 million to 
help, and is prepared to lend up 
to 66 percent of the construction 
costs and to make a gift of 25 
perceht of this amount to any 
municipality that finishes its work 
before March 31, 1963. 

A 16-man national committee 
of prominent engineers and scien- 
tists is at work studying the use, 
conservation and pollution control 
of Canada’s water resources, with 
a final report due at the end of 
this year. This committee was set 
up by the Engineering Institute 
of Canada and the Canadian Insti- 
tute on Sewage and Sanitation. 


Ontario is putting its shoulder 
to the job of eliminating pollu- 
tion of its streams at a cost the 
Premier says will be six times 
that of the St. Lawrence Seaway. 


In Quebec, briefa were presented 
to the government in March telling 
the. seriousness of the situation 
in this province and emphasizing 
the urgency to remedying it. In 
May, the government decided on 
appointment of a permanent water 
purification board having exten- 
sive investigating and regulatory 
power, and offered financial aid 
to municipalities in the form of a 
one-sixth subsidy. In June, Dr. 
Gustave Prevost was appointed 
chairman. 

RESPONSIBILITY 

Where does the responsibility 
ultimately lie? The answer is 
plain and simple: every city and 
town, every industry, is respon- 
sible for cleaning up the pollu- 
tion it creates. Stream sanitation 
is a co-operative responsibility, 
involving everyone along the 
banks. 

Citles and towns and industries 
need to call upon the professional 
and technicat people who have 
knowledge of these matters, In 
turn, the people who plan the 
remedy must take into considera- 
tion all the users of water,

for industrial processes are eéssen- 
tial: so in the wildlife of our

After competent engineers 
collect the data and make 
recommendations, then the force 
of public opinion enters.

drinking at home; 


Eight out of ten adult Cana- 
dians either drink or serve beer 
in their homes from time to time 
throughout the year, according to} 
a national public opinion survey | 
recently completed by Interna- 
tional Surveys Limited, a Montreal 
research firm. 

The great proportion of beer 
drinkers usually consume their 
favorite beverage at home: 78 per- 
cent as against 14 percent in H- 
censed premises. Four percent 


say they drink about the same] 


amount in both, and another four 
percent didn’t answer the question. 


The survey indicated a con- 
siderable misconception on the 
subject of profits made by brew- 
ing companies. When asked 
what part of the consumer dol- 
lar spent on beer constitutes 
the brewer’s profit, only five 
percent estimated it at less than 
10 cents; Fifty-seven percent 
thought it was between 10 and 
50 cents, and six per cent actu- 
ally believe it was more than 
50 cents. Another thirty-two 
percent confessed they didn’t 
knows In actual fact, the brew- 
er’s profit out of a dollar spent 
by the consumer is 3.3 cents. 


Fifty-seven percent of those 
questioined believe beer should be 
sold freely, like any other product. 
Thirty-three percent feel there 
should be some restriction on beer 
sales, i 

Sixty-six percent favour more 
liberal regulations for beer acdver- 
tising than those now in force, 
Only 15 percent would prohibit ad- 
vertising of beer altogether. 

On the subject of prohibition, 76 
percent said they would vote 
against a measure to prohibit beer 
sales; only 16 percent said they 
would vote for, and eight percent 
had no opinion,
